If any of you have ever tried offline 
mail reading but have been stopped 
because the BBS you used packs the 
mail with PKZip 2.04g, well, a door 
has been opened for you. :-) 


For those who either use UNIX shell 


accounts or use other platform 
computers but love your Commodore, 
you'll probably be tempted to use Zip 
to archive files for Commodore users. 


Please be aware that there's no way 
to specify what file type a file is when 
using PKZip, so please have a care 
and try to only archive files that are of 
one type (such as all PRG files, or ail 
SEQ files) within one archive. Also, 
remember to stay within 
Commodore's 16 character filename 
limit, and if creating a "general" 
archive, you still need to keep in mind 
that not everyone has RAMLinks and 
HD's, so staying within the realm of

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Editorial Comments - User Group Sigs

Discussion has come up recently between several of us Commodore exchange club 
editors concerning the reasons for having special interest groups supported by Commodore 
clubs when those sigs are not directly related ‘o the Commodore 8 bit machines. The 
[LUCKY club in Louisville, KY recently voted to remove their IBM PC sig from the 
LUCKY club. This caused some turmoil among some of their members who were still 
using both platforms and confusion as to the reasons why the PC sig should not be 
supported and a part of the Commodore club. My position has always been that all 
computer platforms are good and useful. What I cannot tolerate 1s someone bragging how 
"my computer ts better than your computer". Sure, a 300 Mhz Pentium is faster than a | 
Mhz Commodore, but for the task at hand (such as word processing) who needs 300 Mhz? 
Our Commodores are "classic" computers and besides that, they are still plenty useful for 
many daily tasks and are lot less expensive to support than newer platforms making them | 
an enjoyable and affordable hobby. I conclude, concerning the question of a Commodore 
8 bit club having sigs supporting other platforms, that this has to be handled on a case by 
case basis very carefully. Circumstances may be different depending on the size of the city 
the club is located in. In Denver, for example, there are already other clubs supporting 
Amiga, IBM and Macintosh platforms and our riembership has made it clear that we have. 
no desire to support a sig for a platform different than the Commodore 8 bit. We do have 
- CCCC members who are also members of the Amiga club and other members who are 
members of an IBM club in Denver.

Here's my two cents: Our user group (SWRAP User Group, Inc.) is a 100% Commodore 
64/128 user group. Always has been; always will (if I have anything to say about it). 
Supporting multiple platforms is like drilling a hole in a dam. It's only a matter of time 
before the immense pressure causes the whole thing to collapse. 


We have several members who have PC's, Mac's, and Amiga's. But we make it known 
‘that we will not formally support those platforms as a user group. | personally use my PC 
solely to support my Commodore. It does things that I either can't do on my C=, or would 
be too difficult. Our web page is maintained ty my AOL account. The goal here is to let 
PC users see a graphic presence of our C= use: group. Also, many of the graphics | use in 
our GEOS produced newsletter are from a library of TIFF graphics. I use the PC to 
convert them to GIF format, then use geoGIF to convert them to geoPaints. But the rest of 
my work ts all done on my trusty 128, armed to the teeth with CMD hardware. 


Uditorial continued - 


But I heartily approve of people becoming familiar with other platforms! 
It will do several things: 


A. It will show them that their decision to stay with C= was smart after all ... 


B. It will help them to better understand their Commodore better. 
For instance, learning MS-DOS helped me understand CS-DOS, CP/M, geoSHELL, ARC, 
CMD Native mode, etc. 


C. It will help you appreciate GEOS. Windows, Amiga's Workbench, and Mac's OS — 
have helped many to warm up to computers. But to think that we have a similar GUI on a 
64K machine that can use all the peripherals we have, laser printing, etc., is absolutely © 
incredible! Besides, GEOS will help people to easily pick up those other GUI's! 


D. It actually gives more credibility to you as a C= user. Few things are as satisfying as 
helping a struggling ‘other’ computer user with their computer. Then telling them that you 
use a Commodore computer, and all that you (the knowledgeable expert) can do with such 
an outdated computer. You just raised the level of respect of the 64/128 platform in their 
mind. 


So ... formal user group support of other platforms is a 'dead' end street. But individual 
support and learning can be a very beneficial thing. Like Jim said, he does have to eat. 
Most people can't live off their C= knowledge like they can their PC knowledge. But those 
of us.reading this thread know that our loyalty ts with our CMD equipped Commodores.

Our club, the Fresno Commodore User Group, had a PC SIG for a while, but he left the 
club. I say that tongue in cheek, but in fact it was one person who was really interested and 
kept it alive. We have probably 5 or 6 times as many members now using PC's in addition 
to their Commodores (myself included), but none ts interested in a PC SIG. We have an 
excellent PC club here if we feel the need for organizational help. 


I have been reading our exchange newsletters from around the country for ten years. In my 
observation, many Commodore clubs added Amiga and PC support over the years out of a 
fear that the club was disappearing. Most of these clubs tend now to be weighted either to 
Amiga or PC, at least in what is seen in their newsletter. | 


The Treasure-Valley Boise User Group (TV-BUG) is one which seems to have achieved a 


good balance; their PC coverage is probably 25% or less of the newsletter. In some smaller 
cities, this combined support may be the only way to support a club of any type.

Meeting 64/128 Users Through the 
Mail is primarily a correspondence 
club linking Commodore 64/128 
users. Its main link is a newsletter, 
issued Six times a year. A complete 
list of members is also furnished 
twice a year along with the March 
and September newsletters. There, 
the members list their names and 
addresses along with the 
Commodore equipment they have, 
their computer interests, hobbies 
and any other information they wish 
to. furnish. Also with the 
membership is a list of persons who 
are knowledgeable with various 
programs and offer to help anyone 
having problems in that area. 


The newsletter is edited by a 
volunteer member. The editorship is 
rotated with each issue. It consists

Kirby Herazy was a Danville, IL 
High School student. Some time ih 
1985 he decided to form a C= 
correspondence group, "The 
Commodore Club of America". He 
enrolled a few people, possibly 
people he had met through letters in: 
Commodore magazines. In May 
1986, the group was listed in the 
user group columns of "Compute's 
Gazette". | consider that as the origin 
of the group. This attracted some 
people, myself included. Kirby put 
out a occasional list of names and 
addresses, and encouraged us to 
write to one another, and to 
exchange programs-~ and 
information. | think by spring of 
1987, when the Compute's Gazette 
list had "Meeting 64/128 Users 
Through the Mail" listed, there were 
maybe 35 of us. 


As kids will, Kirby began to get 
bored with the group, and especially 
the paper work. He asked me to take 
over as president, and | did in the 
summer of 1987. | and a few others 
decided we needed a newsletter, 
and a regular mailing of a 
membership list. A few people 
donated $5 or $10 each to allow me 
to put out a newsletter in September 
and November. These were about 4 
pages each. 


For 1988, we set dues of $5! 
Membership dropped to about 22 
people, some people weren't 
interested if they had to pay dues. 


During that year, Elly Carey 
volunteered as treasurer, Brian 
Vaughan volunteered to maintain 
the records, although he didn't want 
to be called "secretary". Bill 
Robinson, now out of the group, ' 
volunteered as newsletter editor. | 
took every opportunity to get. 
publicity for the group, letters to the 
editor of Commodore magazines, a 
letter to Loadstar, etc. Fender Tucker 
gave us good publicity. Membership 
began to climb. Within a couple of 
years, we had around 180 members 
in January, building up to around 
300 at the end of the year, from late 
renewals and new members. 


From then on there weren't a lot of 
big changes. Bill gave up the 
editorship and suggested the idea of 
“guest editors". | recruited and 
supervised the editors, and have 
done so since. In the spring of 1994 
| began to feel stressed out by the 
paper work. | asked a few people if 
they would be willing to take on the 
job of president, and Frank 
Redmond volunteered. | was Vice 
President for a year. Then | talked 
Tom Adams into taking over the job. 
After another year, Frank handed 
the job over to Tom Adams, and 
became Vice President. 


We are not a democratic group. 
After one early attempt at a by-mail 
vote, we all decided that voting by 
mail was ae bad _= idea. 
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Meeting 64/128 Users Through the Mail continued - 


Few voted, and there could have 
been a coup by a very small and 
determined group who wanted 
changes. There was such a group, 
and they eventually split off to form a 
kind of clone of our group, called 
"Com-Net". Com-Net died after a few 
' years. Officers are appointed by the 
president after consultation with the 
_ other officers. There are occasional 
calls for voting, but the problem is, 
we don't really know the people in 
the group, as you would be able to 
find about about individuals in your 
community. A person who was 
popular from wide correspondence 
‘ could have problems or even be a 
swindler. So far, all appointments 
have been successful. Wish Tom 
luck!

Frank 
is right, the first inquiry should NOT 
contain money. Tom needs a filled 
in application sheet before he can 
process a new membership. He will

proper dues. (Full year dues are 
$12) For your information, this is 
how it works: Tom sends out the 
material. When he receives the 
application and dues, he sends the 
dues to our treasurer, Rolf Miller. He 
writes up a bio from the application, 
and sends that to Brian Vaughan. 
Brian puts the bio in his membership 
list and includes the name in the 
membership records. This involves 
sending two items from Maryland to 
California.

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Y2K and Geos/Wheels 


Response by Maurice Randall (Feb 98) 


>Probably very little 64 software is Y2K compliant. At least the core 
>OS is (mostly because it never cared about dates in the first place :-). 
>I think GEOS 2.0 its. | certainly hope Wheels or MP3 are. 


The GEOS 2.0 deskTop has some problems with it. | haven't used GeoFile or GeoCalc in a long 
time, but I'd suspect those are the most likely candidates to have a problem with the year 2000 
with any database or spreadsheet that is time sensitive. 


GeoWrite and GeoPublish have a problem with the DATE command. For those that don't know 
what this is, you can put DATE on a page in uppercase letters and the application will substitute 
the actual date in place of it at the time of printing. You can test this yourselves by setting your 
GEOS clocks to 1/1/00 and then make a GeoWrite document with the DATE command in the 
page. When you print it out, it will say 1900. GeoLaser and GeoPubLaser will also have this 
problem. 


Anything related to the clock in Wheels won't have a problem. The new desktop, Dashboard 64, 
will treat the year 1980 as the year 0. It makes the simple conversion whenever a date is 
concerned and then counts up from there. So when a comparison is made between a file created 
in the year 1998 and one in 2000, one will be considered as 18 and the other as 20 for the 
comparison. The file from 1998 will therefore be older than the one in 2000. This is important 
since the Dashboard allows displaying files in ‘t's directory windows FROM: and TO: selected 
dates. 


The invoice program | wrote way back in 1989 als) works for the year 2000. It also treats 1980 as 
the year 0. | guess when 2080 comes around there will be a bigger problem than what the year 
2000 will be. My invoice program needs to reference dates because it allows you to view sales 
records during any time period, such as between 1992 and 1995, or 1998 and 2003. In 1989, | 
had enough sense to think that someone might sti! use this program 11 years later. | still use it. 


Why do you suppose some programmers didn't concern themselves with the year 2000? Did they 
want an extra excuse to sell new upgrades? | know there's some companies making big bucks 
over this year 2000 deal. The year 2000 problem is all a software problem. Most of the hardware 
such as the time clocks in our CMD HD, FD, RamLink, SmartMouse (tell your |BM buddy you have 
aclock in your mouse!), etc all store the year with two digits. That's ok because it only needs to 
refer to the current year. The time clock has nothing to do with references to previous years or 
future years. That must all be handled in software where needed. 


About 4 years ago (? I'll have to dig it out to be sure when), the editorial | wrote in our club's 
newsletter talked about the year 2000. At that poirtt in time, | hadn't read anything anywhere about 
the year 2000 problem. | almost think | was the first to publish any printed info about it anywhere. 
Out of curiosity, what's the earliest anyone has seen the year 2000 problem mentioned in printed 
form? There's been books on the subject in the iast year or two, but did anybody write about it 
prior to about 4 years ago?

Little Red Reader (LRR) is a program for the C128 that will read and write files to and from MS-DOS 
floppy disks using a 1571, 1581, CMD FD-2000, cr CMD FD-4000 disk drive. With the FD drives, 
you can use High Density (HD) MS-DOS disks. The program copies files from drive to drive (no 
internal buffering), so you need a second disk drive (either real or virtual) to copy files to. You can 
use RAMDOS for the second drive if you have an REU and you execute a GRAPHIC CLR after 
starting it up. The menu-driven full-screen user interface is written in BASIC so it is mildly sluggish, 
but the actual file copying is written in machine language and operates as fast as the disk drives will 


go.
